To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Easton : 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

There  were  eighteen  pupils  attending  school  at  Fran- 
conia  last  year.  The  number  of  pupils  according  to 
grades  is  as  follows:  Grades  1-3,  8  pupils;  Grades  4-6, 
4  pupils ;  Grades  7-8,  4  pupils ;  High  School,  2  pupils. 
There  were  three  Easton  pupils  at  Sugar  Hill.  The  per- 
centage of  attendance  for  last  year  was  93.5.  Bus 
pupils,  as  a  rule,  have  fully  as  good  attendance  as  village 
pupils ;  the  tardiness  records  are  usually  better.  There 
are  twenty-three  pupils  attending  school  this  year, 
three  are  attending  Sugar  Hill,  t'\venty  attending  Fran- 
conia,  fifteen  elementary  and  five  in  High  School. 

Shirley  Harwood  was  excused  from  school  attendance 
this  year  at  her  doctor's  request.  She  is  being  tutored 
at  home  and  will  enter  school  when  her  health 
permits.  Perfect  attendance  records  were  achieved  by 
the  following  pupils:  George  Whitcomb,  Margaret  Ed- 
ney.  Norma  Lang,  selected  by  a  committee  for  her 
outstanding  citizenship,  was  awarded  the  medal  given 
by  the  Daughters  of  American  Revolution. 

Mr.  Rhoades  reports  that  the  Easton  children  are 
doing  very  well  in  the  Franconia  school.
